The Health Care District board unanimously voted 
last Wednesday to sell Glades General Hospital in 
Belle Glade to Province Healthcare.

They will pay the district $10 million for the hos- 
pital at signing and another $1 million annually for 
five years. 

Province has agreed in the contract that if Glades 
General generates $7.2 million or more in revenues in 
any two of the first five years of ownership, they will 
spent $25 million to build a new hospital in the Glades.

The closing date for the purchase has been set for 
April 11; due to minor changes needed in the contract.

‘The company also agreed to spend at least $20.5 mil- 
lion on renovations to the hospital by 2019, niens it 
builds a new hospital. 

Since the closing of Everglades Regional Medical 
Center last year, Glades General is the only hospital in 
western Palm Beach County. The memorial wing of 
the hospital was built in the mid-1940s and currently 
has 250 full-time employees.

Restoration participants recog-

They also recognize 
the need to move forward. 
“Therefore, restoration efforts 
employ an overall strategy that 
implements action where pos- 
sible, while contihuing to col- 
lect and refine data. This itera- 
tive, feedback ^ approach, 
termed adaptive management, 
relies heavily ‘on predictive 
modeling and support studies 
to identify. management alter- 
natives and evaluate their po- 
tentials. It also employs exten- 
sive monitoring to assess the 
progress of managemient ac- 
tions and to provide feedback 
for refining both restoration ac- 
tions and predictive models.

I have a huge smile on my 
face every time I walk into the 
back yard, reach into our 
grapefruit tree and pick my 
breakfast. It is one of life's little 
pleasures, the opportunity to 
enjoy fresh fruit while other 
parts of the country, are knee-

This year, in parficular, our 
grapefruit tree has been very 
prolific, producing dozens of 
large, juicy, sweet-tasting fruit. 
Just when I think the tree is 
done for the year, another 
handful of grapefruits pop onto 
the branches. 

There is: nothing unusual 
about grapefruit in Florida un- 
less it happens to be grape- 
fruit-sized hail. Six years ago 
this week huge hailstones - the

al disaster. Even Hurricane 
Donna in 1960 -had not pro- 
duced as much damage. Hail 
accumulated several feet in 
some. areas, requiring bülldoz- 
ers to clean up the mess.

Scorpions are air-breath- 
ing invertebrates. Like spi- 
ders and ticks, they are clas- 
sified аз arachnids, having a 
segmented body with four 
pairs of legs but no anten- 
nae. The scorpion's« narrow, 
segmented tail has a ven; 
omous sting at its tip, and it 
has a pair of pincerlike grips 
on its front set of legs. Scor- 
pions bear live young. 

There are 1300 species of 
Scorpions worldwide, but 
only 90 within the USA. In 
this country, only four 
species occur naturally east 
of the Mississippi River. 
Scorpions use venom for 
prey capture and defense, 
with each species having a 
unique mixture of neurotox- 
ins and other substances in 
its venom. / 

Only one species in. the 
USA, the Centruroides exili- 
cauda scorpion of Arizona, is 
considered dangerous to 
humans. Twenty species can 
be deadly worldwide. 

In Florida, scorpion stings 
are treated much like bee 
stings. Although severe 
allergic reactions can occur, 
these are rare, and ice, time 


and occasional  antihis- 
timines are all that is 
required. n

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Parents to find help in the, 
fight against youth drug abuse:

Family First 

For almost three decades 
America has witnessed the 
devastation of some of its 
youth by drug abuse. Recently, 
Florida's new governor, Jeb 
Bush, went beyond declaring a 
renewed war on drugs. He 
called in the military to help 
him launch the attack. At the 
state's Drug Control Summit 
in February, Bush introduced 
retired Army Colonel James R. 
McDonough as his first drug 
czar to lead the state in tHis 
tough battle. And while 
McDonough is the Coletiel, 
Bush's drug policy actually 
targets parents as the móst 
needed recruits for combat. 

In his "Four Fronts" plan to 
battle illegal substance use, 
Bush maps out an offensive 
using awareness, enforcement, 
prevention, and treatment. 
But Bush says, “...parents, not 
law enforcement will be the 
first line of defense against the 
scourge of teenage drug abuse. 
Parents must be the generals 
in the drug war." 

But can parents effectively 
wear a general's stripes in this 
battle? Unfortunately, the ene- 
my's onslaught ‘has intimidat- 
ed and misinformed moms and 
dads, because many of them 
answer, “No.” According ta the 
National Center on Addiction 
and Substance Abuse, 40 per- 
cent of parents believe they 
have little influence over a 
child's decision to use drugs. 

The stories, however, from 
the front line contradict that 
belief. hen patents break 


“ranks, or go AWOL, the Victory 


of keeping their kids, drug-free 
often slips away. The journal, 
Adolescence, says boys who 
grow up without a father in 
the home have the highest lev- 
els of marijuana use. And girls 
suffer a war-like, post-trau- 
matic stress type syndrome of 
their own. The American Jour- 
nal of Orthopsychiatry reports 
that, “adolescent girls who had 
experienced parental divorce 
when they were younger than 
six, or between six and nine 
years old, became involved 
with drugs more often than 
girls from intact families. 

You need only look to Flori- 
da's Department of Juvenile 
Justice (DJJ) to find even more 
evidence of the, power of 
parental influence. Nearly 80 
percent of children admitted to 
Florida delinquency programs 
last year were from single-par- 
ent homes. Furthermore, drug 
Offenders are the fastest grow- 
ing population in the juvenile 
justice system. The DJJ 
received more than 14,000 cas- 
es in that category last year. 

The governor isn't expecting 
parents to fight this conflict 
alone. His proposed "Drug 
Action Council" will try to 
effectively and efficiently coor- 
dinate the dozens of state 


“agencies already in the trench- 


es. Right now, the state's juve- 
nile crime intervention and 
prevention efforts are spread 
among more than 23 agencies. 
The combined cost.of those for 
1998 was $1.2 billion. With 
that much money (and poten- 
tial for good) at stake, Florida 


needs to coordinate these pro- 
grams and tie their funding to. 
their performance. 

The-DJJ should also direct: 
more of its dollars to aftercare. 
Currently, barely five percent. 
of the Department's budget 
funds this area and, too often,‘ 
recovering juveniles аге not 
supported in their transition: 
back to their homes and com-- 
munities. Governor Bush has: 
already called for more after-. 
care for adult prisoners, say-: 
ing, “Punishment alone will 
not break the cycle of depen-e 
dency, nor...stop crime." That 
philosophy should be followed ` 
with younger offenders as well. 

Finally, the state needs to 
tap into a much praised but 
underused program, the Faith 
Community Network. The DJJ 
has recruited more than 700 
faith-based organizations to 
work with at-risk and delin- 
quent youth. It should now-fol- ¢ e 
low up on its goal to have a 
Steering committee, made up 
of priests, pastors, youth min- 
isters,and other clergy in each . 
of Florida's counties. 

Florida's governor realizes 
that it is futile to clean up our 
streets if we don't win our chil- 
dren's hearts and minds, So lie 
has launched his war on drugs hd 
with fighting words. Now it's 
up to parents to weigh the 
dangers of the battle field and 
respond to the rallying cry. -
